The Partiaanka carried 650 Yugoslav repatriates 
froa Argentina and about 100 ftoS^FugSyT The second voyage of this ship 
la scheduled for Jtay 19L8, at which tine it is expected that 000 Yugoslav 
youths will be repatriated fro* Argentina. 

| 2. The Committee for the Reconstruction of Yugoslavia, a section of the Cause Jo 
Central Tugoelavt^ directed the propaganda campaign for volunteer repatriates 
fros Argentina. Before the arrival of the ship, this committee announced 
that all berths had been reserved for tho first and second voyages and that 
expenses would be paid for those repatriates who could not afford tho normal 
cost of the voyage. 

3. Two weeks before the arrival of the Partlaanka. it was reported that only 100 
Yugoslavs in Argentina had presented themselves for repatriation, and that 
the vast majority of then were of a very low cultural, educational, pro- 
fessional level. The Yugoslav Legation was disconcerted by this situation, 
and immediately initiated an intensified propaganda c ampaign, officials of 
the Legation simultaneously began an intensified search for candidates among 
skilled mechanics, metallurgists, and allied industry workers. 

It. Yugoslav Minister Franc Pirc recently called on President Peron at the latter *s 
request, st which time Peron asked why so many Yugoslavs were leaving Argentina. 
Pirc is reported to have replied that Yugoslavia Is now undergoing the same 
type of industrial transformation that Argentina is, and that skilled workers 
are badly needed in Yugoslavia to insure a successful completion of the in- 
dustrialisation.

7. The following information has been obtained on the captain of the Partizanka. 
Andre Radic. Shortly after the arrival of the ship, Radic had a secret meet- 
ing with an old friend, Hiko Oabinovic, a former sea captain from Kotor 
D a l m e ti s. Racic told Oabinovic that current conditions in Yugoslavia are very 
bad, and that police terrarlaa Is increasing daily. In recounting his own 
experiences, Racic stated that he had been forced to be a member of a "people 8 a 
court" and to sentence many people with severe penalties. He further pointed 
out that as captain of the ship, he has no actual control over the 191 members 
of the Partizanka 's crew, and that lie Is merely the navigational director of 
the Alp. He stated that there ere six armed guards aboard the ship who main- 
tain a 2 lHiour dock watch, three at a time, and that he has no control over 
their activities. 

S. In spite of the rigid control imposed by the Argentine police and their orders 
that none of the crew was to be allowed ashore, source indicated that one crew 
member escaped by going ashore from an Argentine ship which was tied up along- 
side the Partizanka . This deserter, believed to be a former member of Macek's 
Peasant Parly, immediately mads contact with Argentine anti-Ccemnwist Croats. 
The latter, however, are reported to be skeptical of his motives, not yet be- 
ing certain whether he la a sincere colleague or a Communist penetration 
agent. 

□ 9. In view of the feeling in Uruguay, as expressed in many newspapers there*, 

that the repatriation of many well-established Yugoslavs on the £S Partizanka 
is auspicious, information on some of the individuals who arc leaving Uruguay 
is presented. In the list of those persons returning to Yugoslavia are found 
the names of seme of the outstanding Yugoslav Communists in Uruguay. 

Xonstantino (Koeta) Lutkic, who sailed with the group, was the organizer of 
the repatriation movement which was carried on under the auspices of the 
Club YUgoeslava, Calls Treinta y Tree lb?6. Lutkic was the leader of the 
Yugoslav Conmunists in Uruguay. 

10. Tbs following repatriates were members of Aeoclacion Republicans Yu^oeslava 
"Fratemidad" ( Prats tvo), a Yugoslav Communist organization in Montevideo:

«n d cm losity have been aroused by this repatriaUcn movement, since it in- 
wttvsd many Tugoslavs who have resided from twenty to twenty-five years in 
Cru ti na y ™ i*oee families have been born and reared in this country. This 
ltsm pointed out that many of those Tugoelava wore well established in busi- 
ness and that almost all of them were doing well in Uruguay. In spite of 
this fact, they have sold all of their possessions in Uruguay and are return- 
ln«toa countr y wh ich is laboring under great financial difficulties, m 
response _to information solicited by reporters from El Ola conce rning the 
reasons for ths repatriation, members of this group have Indicated that they 
are returning because of requests made by members of their families in 
Ttogotunvia. This article in El Dig also indicated that individuals in 
groop mo were questioned were very reticent about giving aqy sort of infor- 
■atian, and refused to disclose their own identity. The Item further pointed 
put that this repatriation seem somewhat similar to a repatriation move made 
oy Germany before World War II, in order to prepare espionage agents for Latin 
Aauiean countries. It was indicated that Germane who were repatriated in a 
similar manner nearly all returned to Latin America within a short period of 
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
